3. The apparatus of claim 1, wherein said XIP tracker monitors the usage of the XIP 
applications in the one of the at least two memory devices to generate the XIP usage data and 
stores the XIP usage data in an XIP usage table. 

16. The method of claim 14, where said tracking usage of XIP applications stored in 
the at least two flash memories to generate XIP usage data comprises updating said XIP usage 
data as usage changes over time. 
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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The affidavit under 37 CFR 1.132 filed 8/7/2006 is sufficient to overcome the § 102(e) 
rejection of claims 1-19,21-23, and 25-29 based upon Hatalkar (U.S. Patent Application 
Publication No. 2004/0088701) and the § 103(a) rejection of claim 20 as being unpatentable over 
Hatalkar. 

As such, claims 1-29 are allowable over the prior art of record. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

Wells et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,754,817) teaches a method for managing a XIP program 
by virtual mapping non-sequential XIP program instructions into a sequential ordering, but does 
not specifically teach or suggest each of the limitations of independent claims 1,14,25, and 28.
